An Open Letter To

Dear Bill: 


Your editorial of October 26 about Senator Carl Curtis is an 
unfair presentation of his record. 
You have gone to great 


length to assess Ins Congressional service negatively. 


The truth is that your statements inaccurately reflect his 
record. It seems to me that in the best interests of the Star 
and in consideration of your readers, you have an obligation 
1o publish this factual "rebuttal," unedited, before the eleet.on. 
Whether you approve of Senator Curtis' Congressional record 
is beside the point, but I hope you shore my opinion that 
accurate reporting of what he has or has not done is vital 
to the public interest. 


You state that Senator Curtis has been able to do nothing 
toward getting an appropriation for the Midstate conservation 
project. The fact is that he was instrumental in obtaining the 
following appropriations for this project. In 1964 authoriza- 
tion for investigation was obtained in the amount of $100 000- 
in 1965, $170,000 was appropriated; in 1966, $150,000; and 
for fiscal 1967, $125,000 — a total of $545,000. 


You state that he has been ineffective in support of rural 
electrification. Don't you know that Senator Curtis was co- 
sponsor of the REA bank bill to which you refer? In fact, two 
bills were introduced to provide for supplemental financing 
of our rural electric ond rural telephone cooperatives 
Senate 


Bill 3337, introduced May 10, 1966, and Senate Bill 3720 in- 
troduced August 12, 1966. 
Curtis was a co-sponsor of both 


bills. With two-thirds of the Senate members of the Democrat 
Party, if the rurols suffer because of the defeat of this pro- 
posed legislation, I believe the public will find it difficult to 
understand your contention that Senator Curtis as a co-sponsor 
of the legislation was responsible. 


You state that Senator Curtis has been unable to do anything 
in his 28 years in Congress about the deplorable boxcar short- 
age. Where have you been? The fact is that he was co-author 
of the Boxcar Bill, Senate Bill 1098, signed into low (PL 89-430) 
May 26, 1966. He was invited to the White House when Presi- 
dent Johnson signed the bill, and his picture appeared in papers 
throughout Nebraska with the President. 


You state that his record is resplendent with votes against 
certain interests. You fail to state that it is also resplendent 
with votes for every interest. 


For instance, he supported creation of the Small Business Ad- 
ministration which provides loans to establish industries in 
Nebraska. 


He was chiefly responsible for saving the VA Hospital in 
Lincoln. 


He has strongly supported laws benefiting veterans, dealing 
with pensions, hospitalization, home, farm and business op- 
portunities. 


He supported the first civil rights bill passed since 1880 f during 
a Republican administration), and he has supported civil rights 
bills since, including the Civil Rights Bill of August 29, 1957, 
the Bill for Extending the Civil Rights Commission on September 
14, 1960, the Civil Rights Bill for 1964, ond the Voting Rights 
Act of 1965. 


He was co-author of the Small Watershed Act. And, because 
of that act more than 25 projects have been planned and 
approved, and more than 60 applications have been approved 
or are pending involving Nebraska watersheds, covering 4.1 
million acres. 


Senator Curtis served on the Flood Control Committee m 1944, 
and introduced the resolution that has resulted in the com- 
pletion of nine dams on Salt Creek in the Lincoln area 
The 


dams, as you know, give flood protection to vast acres of form 
land and hundreds of Lincoln homes and businesses, as well 
as providing recreational facilities. 


He sponsored the great flood control and irrigation projects 
on the Republican, Missouri, and other rivers and their tribu- 
taries 
Today, the Republican Valley has almost total protection 


from floods. 


He introduced the resolution which brought forth the Pick-Sloan 
Plan for the development of the Missouri River Basin. Upstream 
reservoirs (Garrison, Oahe and Gavins Point, for instance) with 
lakes such as the Lewis ond Clark, have provided power ond 
irrigation and have brought flood protection to the rich farm 
land along the mam stream of the Missouri River, and to the 
industrial sites, airports, and other property in Omaha and 
throughout eastern Nebraska. 
If some of the above citations do not disprove your allegation 
that he has been "against the farmer," we might further point 
out that Senator Curtis authored a proposal which resulted in 
the law making insured loans, obtained through local banks, 
available for irrigation wells. The Curtis proposal is responsible 
for much of Nebraska's pump irrigation development (which 
has been without cast to the taxpayers). 


He has supported every annual appropriation bill to provide 
funds for the Department of Agriculture, even though he may 
not have agreed with some form program plans 
He has 


supported the principles that would increase the price the 
farmer receives for his products in the market place 
You 


may recall that Senators Curtis Mundt, Pearson and Young 
offered an amendment to the farm bill to provide that the 
Commodity Credit Corporation could not dump surplus wheat 
on the market at less than 115 per cent of the current support 
price for wheat, plus reasonable carrying charges. The amend- 
ment was defeated — by a Democrat controlled Senate. 


And, further, in behalf of farmers, he introduced bills in 1960, 
1961, and 1963 to curb excessive imports of live animals, 
meat and meat products. In 1964, he joined Senator Hruska in 
an amendment to the farm bill to impose import quotas on 
meat. This amendment was also defeated — in a Democrat 
controlled Senate. In 1964, when the Senate Finance Committee 
on which Senator Curtis serves held hearings on meat imports, 
an amendment known as the Curtis Amendment was included. 
Then, the Johnson administration prevented the Conference 
Committee from accepting the Senate Bill. 


He has brought the farmer tox relief in reduced capital gains 
rates for livestock 
In the revision of the Revenue Code of 


1954, Senator Curtis helped obtain realistic depreciation al- 
lowances on farm machinery and equipment A Curtis proposal 
allowed for deduction of soil and water conservation expenses, 
such as farm leveling, terracing, and installation of drainage 
ditches and waterways, for income tax purposes. This has 
benefited all taxpayers because it brought about a lesser 
portion of the soil conservation expenses coming out of the 
public treasury. Support by Senator Curtis of such programs 
that have benefited the farmer could hardly lead to the 
ruination of agriculture, as you put it, now could it? 


He has consistently supported social security measures, and 
as an example he assisted in extending social security to 
school teachers, state, county, and municipal employees, 
farmers, charitable workers, ond the self-employed. 


His investigative activities both on House and Senate Com- 
mittees have been followed by convictions of well-known in- 
dividuals in the executive branch m connection with tax 
scandals ond other improprieties in government, and of 113 
convictions becaurj of fmd.ng* of the Special Committoe on 
Labor Rackets on which he served. 


As a registered bu* independent Democrat, invariably voting a 
split-ticket, I urn outraged by your editorirl which I regard as 
a distortion of the truth and a consummate disservice to your 
readers and Senator Curtis who has served them so many 
years in a most forthnqht, sound, ond sincere manner.

No. 13—(1) To make it mandatory for the 


Legislature to reapportion its membership af- 
ter the federal census every 10 years and (2) 
to permit a legislator to finish out a four-year 
term if the boundaries of his district are al- 
tered by reapportionraent. For on each part. 


No. 14—To prohibit the state from levy- 


ing a property tax, except for capital building 
improvements, in the event a state sales or in- 
come tax is adopted, and to allocate to t h e 
public schools at least 20%_of the revenue 
from a sales or income tax. ror. 


No. 15—To permit exemption from prop- 


erty taxes of life insurance and life insurance 
annuity contracts. For. 


No. 300—(Referendum by petition) To ap- 


prove the state income tax, LB797, passed by 
the 1965 Legislature. For. 


No. 301—(Constitutional amendment pro- 


posed by initiative petition) To prohibit the 
state from levying a property tax for state 
purposes.

Because of the South's one-party domi- 


nance, the true battleground for party con- 
trol in Congress likes in' the 37-states of 
the North, particularly the Midwest.

Since 1935, the Gallup Poll has report- 


ed the division of sentiment in 15 national 
elections — eight presidential and 7 con- 
gressional. 


In the seven national elections cover- 


ing the penod between 1936 and 1948. the 
average deviation from absolute accuracy 
was 3 9% 


After 1948, the Gallup Poll added 


many new procedures and refined its 
techniques. In the 8 elections since 1948, 
the average deviation, or error, has been 
cut sharply to 1.9%. 


Some error is inherent in all sample 


surveys — no measuring instrument deal- 
ing with human betfiavior is perfect Al- 
though the problems that anse in every 
election seem to be similar to those that 
have been faced in other elections, each 
contest introduces new variables 


One of the continuing problems in elec- 


tion polling — particularly in an off-year 
election — is that of turnout 
If every 


adult in the nation voted, there would be 
no such problem and one of the serious 
sources of polling error would be elimi- 
nated 


Yet only about half of the potential elec- 


torate actually takes the trouble to vote in 
an off-year election. To identify those vot- 
ers who are most likely to go to the polls, 
the Gallup Poll makes use of a battery 
of screening questions. 


These questions are designed to mea- 


sure such factors as interest in the elec- 
tion, whether or not a person is registered 
to vote and most importantly, the likeli- 
hood of his voting

county attorney and seven former deputy county attorneys 


mentioned in the story. 


Sheriff Merle C. Karnopp hat been given 
unqualified endorsement for re-election 
by eight lawyers who have had a total 
of approximately 29 years' experience in 
the Lancaster County Attorney's Office. 


Th« eight lawyers are Frederick H. Wag- 
ener, County Attorney from 1947 to 1955 
and his Deputies, RoUm R. Bailey, who 
is also a former County Commissioner; 
Dale E. Fahrnbrudi, who later became 
Chief Deupty under Elmer M. Scheele; 
and Wagener's Assistant C o u n t y At- 
torney, Arthur E. Perry; Edward F. Car- 
ter, Jr., Richard Hannherger, and J. 
Arthur Curtis s, all D e p u t i e s under 
Scheele; and Bernard Wishnow, Deputy 
under Scheele and under present County 
Attorney Paul Douglas. 


The group noted that all Lincoln lawyers 
formerly in the County Attroney's Office 
during Karnopp's tenure as Sheriff are 
publicly endorsing Karnopp except for- 
mer County Attorney Scheele and former 
Chief Deupty Herbert A. Ronin who are 
now serving as District Judges and who 
ore prohibited by judicial ethics from 
publicly endorsing candidates. 


The eight lawyers endorsing Karnopp 
taid they were doing so only after a 
thorough independent investigation by 
them which resulted in the conclusion 
that Karnopp had continued the efficient, 
impartial and courteous service as Sher- 
iff which he demonstrated while the 
eight lawyers were in the County At- 
torney's Office. This investigation, the 
group said, included consultation not 
only with present County Attorney Paul 


Douglas and members of his staff, but 
also independent investigation with oth- 
er law enforcement agencies and per- 
sons qualified to evaluate the perform- 
ance and qualifications of a Sheriff. 


The group further considered the qualifi- 
cations and law enforcement background 
of both candidates for Sheriff before en- 
dorsing Karnopp, a spokesman said. 


The administration of the Sheriff's office, 
both in the civil and criminal fields, is 
too important to Lancaster Countians to 
be entrusted to an individual who has 
neither demonstrated a practical law en- 
forcement background nor who has dem- 
onstrated an effort to become truly qual- 
ified for the job by attending specialized 
courses in law enforcement, which are 
offered by reputable educational institu- 
tions and agencies interested in law en- 
forcement. Law enforcement is a special- 
ized field requiring specially trained ex- 
perts with experience in the field. Kar- 
nopp has all these attributes and his 
opponent does not, the group maintains. 


Administration of civil justice is a hioh- 
ly technical field "m which the Sheriff's 
office plays a vital role and cannot be 
left to amateurs, the group declared. 
Karnopp's role in the administration of 
civil justice is bevond reproach. 


He has been and continues to be a sin- 
cere, experienced, honest, hard working, 
well-qualified public official, fully dedi- 
cated to impartial low enforcement, and 
should be retained in office, the group 
concluded.

Somebody buys the coffee on Monday morning and im- 
mediately he becomes "the greatest." An instructor calls 
off a quiz and "isn't he just great". 


A halfback runs for six yards in heavy traffic to get 


the first down and it was a "great run". 


So how many great college teams are there? Certainly 


if there was one last year it was Michigan State, yet the 
Spartans lost to UCLA in a bowl. Alabama was acclaimed 
by at least two groups to be the national champions, and 
still lost one and was tied once. 
Unusual Course 


The unusual thing about Jack's point, which was that 


Nebraska could be great when it wanted to be, was that he 
normally goes the otiher way. 


A year ago, for instance, Jack went just about as far 


as he could go in declaring: "I'd have to compare them 
with the best two or three teams I've ever competed 
against. And I guess I'd have to say today they were 
the best." 


T!he coach was reminded of this when he said he didn't 


think Nebraska had had a great team. He was speaking, 
of course, of modem times.

In all it was a mystifying and unfortunate discussion. 


If a poll were taken. Jack, along with the Ekes of Clay 
Stapleton and Jim Mackenzie and Devaney who have the 
courage to say what they think, would rank high with 
sports writers and fans. 


Lost in the shuffle was the fact that a couple of fumbles 


by the Buskers in the third quarter prevented what un- 
doubtedly would have been greatness, sometimes called a 
kicking, Saturday. NU was on the brink of delivering a 
knockout punch similar to last year when two fumbles 
came up.
